1 am due in court tomorrow on the second. The FBI is playing gijse# ,;ith *M ~. 
evidence, the court and mi; oad I hare to got to work promptly to help sy lawyer Jim 
expose them. 

I have been sick. It was serious but really was not had on ms except that it 
left no weak. 1 had pnetsaonia and pleurisy. It happened when I was away from home, 
which was worse. And nan that I am bettor the weakness is a real problem because things 
like grass and weeds are growing as well as flowers and I have to mow them down. I have 
two old riding movers. Doth Just repaired usid neither working after repair! he, 1 have 
all this work to do with a worn-out push mower. It can be very hard and it is because 
I was not able to sow when the grass and woods just started to grow, i'hat * have to 
do is work perhaps 50 minutes and then stop and rest for an hour or more. So, with 
5 acres. 2*m pushed for fetes to push! And still do anything else. 

Although 1 am supposed to get more sleep, I got up early to prepare some nemos 
for my lawyer to use is court and to answer your letter because x now have a trans- 
lation. of it.

If when you say *Kr. Garrison did not desire that you should bo in 2aw Orleans* 
you have special reasons i would iSJcs to know them. I know son®. One fee was jealous 
because I did things he and hia people could or did not. Another is Ucsa.-* I did 
not kies his* ass and tell hi® how great he was while he was making a mess of it. 
Another is tJsat I stopped some of his messes and cleaned others up after he 
them. let another is bust he did not understand sesue things and steals some of xy 
work when I explained it to him in confidence because he did not understand it and 
X did, expecting to use it St myself. Still another in that he had friends from out 
of «ew Orleans who did not like me. I could go on. I knot-;. But there also we -e 
dishonorable visits to you, including by that puto Lena. If you would take the time 
to explain these things it could bo helpful tc ny understanding and to the Work X 
am still doing. I will when I can return to the work I was doing then in -»ow' Urleana.

Without knowing it, naturally, I 
cannot. And. I do think the only practical way is for you to talk it, on tape. 

Has not ohn the- lawyer who you had when the FBI was giving you trouble, when 
you wero before the Warren Commission? (Henseobar 1 sent you their files on you, even 
showing the time they spent on you?) If you can not got this data back from him, 
can you tell rae in detail what it was? If he gave it to them I may be able to get 
it or help you get it. i'liia is not impossible. 

It is not now possible for ay friend «?±m to leave and will not be for a while 
because of earlier and extensive enactments be has made as a lawyer. He has to do 
his work in court here because he has no choice. I have long wanted him to file 
collection cases for ise in How York but it ..imply has not been possible, much as I 
need the money out of which I*vc- been cheated. So, the only way is for eg to know and 
go over with him and then we try to do it in court here. So, let me known hbout 
those two bureau chiefs. I do not believe you ever mentioned them. If you did, not 
in detail or I've forgotten, and I do not think I would. I knew only that one was 
behind the dirty things being gone to you, the ono there at the end of 1963 and 
into 1 9C4. 

Reilly the only practical way if for you to let me know these things because 
I can t go down there gnu. And not only because I do not have the money. You have 
been my friend, you have trusted me, so I think you know that we ar still friends, 
that I value the help you give, and that you can still trust me. 

I know that you are not afraid as I know when you were (and had reason to bo) 
and as I knew when you reached your decision (after that first a uto accident, when 
you got the C ad i llac ). As I not right? You were also afraid when your wife was 
pregnant and there was that other accident, but what man would not be afraid for a 
pregnant wife and the unborn baby? 

All the tapes of our previous interviews arc safe and secure for whan I can 
return to that writing. This is the one way what you know can be preserved. Please 
do it this way again, only without bus there to ask questions* I can writs you 
questions afterward if I have any. 

Orestes, I have taken tins time beginning before daylight when I should not 
be getting so little rest while I 'am recovering anti in preference to the work I've 
postponed that X need for court tomorrow because X know you can be helpful and 
because you have been and because you assy not only know what you say but can also 
give me information that my fit with work I have icon that you do not know. On© 
little fact that may mean nothing to you may fit with what I have done or with 
records I have obtained from the government tt 

X do hope you will take the tine to do this. 

If you see Jj ou±s again please remember me to him.
